Every year 
produces a fresh contribution 
of Lincoln hooks — some of 
them embodying new material, 
most of them embodying new 
interpretations of old material. 
The nation has a whole cult

collective work has accounted 
for nearly every minute of the 
slightly more than four years 
Lincoln lived in th# White 
House 
"Who 
among 
Lincoln'! 
contemporaries 
could 
have 
anticipated so searching an 
inquiry? 
"The fact also is that Lincoln 
approached 
the 
presidency 
with nothing to intimate that 
he would he a great President. 
Aside from on? undistinguished 
term In the U.S. House of 
Representatives, the story of 
Lincoln prior to IWW wa* the 
story of failure. He had been 
frustrated in almost everything 
— 
business, 
politics,

we’re told, romance.

Lincoln, while he lived, was 
one 
of 
the 
most 
bitterly 
assailed of our Presidents, one

venomously 
attacked As if the burdens of 
prosecuting a fratricidal war

Lincoln 
carried also the outrageous 
hostility 
of 
small 
and 
niggardly men of both North 
and South. Yet these slings 
and arrow* never shook him, 
never 
dampened

faith, 
never swerved him from his 
purpose. 
"Perhaps these facts — the 
frustrations, the hostilities of 
those who failed to understand 
his motivations — were the 
very things that made Lincoln 
great.

HARRISBURG (AP) - Senate 
Democrats put on an eleventh 
hour drive today to break down 
solid Republican opposition to a

The Democratic leadership re­ 
vived the measure late Wednes­ 
day night a few hour* after it 
was defeated.

Backers of the education pro­ 
gram mounted an all-out letter 
and telegram campaign urging 
support of the tax—a 2 per cent 
levy on dividends, capital gains 
and royalties, 


LIT T LE PROGRESS 
But there were no signs that 
the effort had chipped away the 
single Republican vote Democrat* 
would need to put the bill aero**. 
The Republican opposition to the 
levy appeared as strong as ever 
as time was running out on the 
1961 session—due to adjourn at IO 
p m . EDT, Friday night. 
The fate of a batch of bills im­ 
plementing the proposed educa­ 
tion improvements rested with the 
tax bill. 
Sen. Charles R. Weiner, Dem­ 
ocratic floor leader, said the pro­ 
posals would be dropped rf the 
tax bill failed. 


BILL PROVISIONS 
Among other, things the bills 
would 
provide $18.6 million 
in 
increased school subsidies; 
an­ 
other $1,5 million for Pennsylva­ 
nia State University; funds to 
start a community college pro­ 
gram and appropriations to boost 
state college faculty salaries. 
Republicans contended they fa­ 
vored the education improvement 
plans, but opposed the tax on 
grounds it is "inequitable.” They 
claimed Gov Lawrence now has 
enough revenue to finance the 
education package without further 
taxes 
Defeat of the education tax pro­ 
gram came after an intensive 
overnight effort by the adminis­ 
tration and by the Pennsylvania 
State Education Association, the 
school teachers’ professional or- 
ganizat ion, to wm a GOP vote for 
the measure. 


O TH ER BILLS 
Meanwhile, the House sent over 
a few more education bill* for 
Senate action. 
They included a bill that would 
carry out the changeover of the 
14 state-o w n e d colleges from 
teacher-training institutions to lib­ 
eral arts colleges, a $10,000 ap­ 
propriation for the Pennsylvania 
State University forestry school 
and a $100,000 program for the 
education of exceptional children. 
However, 
a Senate-passed bill 
reviving adult extension courses 
in the public schools was defeat 
ed by the House, 98-101. It was 
revived for another vote later in 
the week and amended to elimin­ 
ate some courses in an effort to 
meet objections that led to the 
bills defeat on the first round.

HOLLYWOOD (AP (-These are 


salad days, at which time it's 
good to be in California. 


This is not mere local pride, 


but honest realism. I hate to be 
a continent-dropper (that's a lie; 
I love it). But having been to the 
Orient and Europe this year, I 
can report I still haven't found 
salads to match California's.

ads in eastern America. New 
York is a limp-lettuce town. I'll 
duel any New Yorker who chal- 
lenges that.

The basic element of 
a salad is the care with which it 
is made.

Lettuce must be cold and crisp. 


My cook, who makes such a good 
salad that I married her, has an 
unpatented method for assuring 
this. She tears and sprinkles the 
lettuce an hour early, then chills 
it in the refrigerator with a paper' 
towel lining the bowl to absorb 
the water. The dressing, of course 
is added just before eating. 


In California you can get salads' 


in abundant variety. Even a fried 
salad. This sounds like a misnom- 
er but it's a taco—shredded let- 
tuce, cheese, tomato sauce and 
Mexican sausage wrapped in a 
deep-fried tortilla.

PROPAGANDIZE 
NUCLEAR BOMB 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
Pentagon atomic specialists said 
today they believe the Soviet Un- 
h * would get more propaganda 
mileage than military value out 
of any super nuclear bomb with 
the blast power of 100-million tons 
of TNT. 
U.S. officials have been discuss­ 
ing the possibilities ever since So. 
viet Prem ier Khrushchev claimed 
three weeks ago that his scientists 
were prepared to develop such a 
suprbomb. 
There was no sign that th*1 
United States, which is believed 
to have H-bombs up to 20 mega­ 
tons, was being stampeded into a 
race with the Soviets to get the 
monster weapon first. 


MORE DESTRUCTIVE RANGE 
‘The 
propaganda 
value 
is 
greater than anything else,” one 
official said when told of the So­ 
viet announcement of plans to 
push ahead with creation 
of a 
superbomb. 
U.S. atomic experts stress that 
there is no arithmetic progression 
in 
the effectiveness of 
nuclear 
weapons — that a 100-megaton 
bomb such as the Soviets are talk­ 
ing about would not devastate a 
five times greater area than a 20- 
megaton weapon. According to 
some 
estimates, the destruction 
range would be about double and 
the total area of destruction about 
four times as great. 
The key, they say, is the ef­ 
ficiency of the bomb—and they 
claim the A m e r i c a n nuclear 
bombs are very efficient. Avail­ 
able officials could give no infor­ 
mation on the efficiency of So­ 
viet nuclear weapons. 


NO REASON TO BOMB 
One source familiar with the 
views of military atomic scientists 
said, “ We have the capacity and 
we have the manufacturing proc­ 
esses” to go ahead with a super­ 
bomb, but “our people said there 
is no point” in doing so. 
“What’s the sense of killing a 
city twice?” was the way it was 
put.

waste any target.

Soviet UnJon"s announcement that 
it will resume experimental explo- 
sions of nuclear weapons was met 
in the Senate by somber and icy 
anger. 


"This," said one senator, "is a 


long step toward war." Another 
suggested that President Kennedy 
address the U.N. General Assem- 
bly. 


Several said the Soviet move 


underscored a need for the United 
States to drop its self-imposed 
moratorium and begin testing 
again. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt. 


saw in the Soviet announcement 
a long stride toward war.

called for one more effort to get 
from the Soviets some sincere 
negotiations toward a ban on nu- 
clear weapons tests. 


"It is my guess," Aiken said, 


"that if testing is resumed, war 
won't be very far away." 


The suggestion that Kennedy 


address the United Nations came 
from Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Minn. This move, Humphrey 
said, would dramatically call the 
world attention to U.S. efforts to 
get an agreement on a test ban.

PEACH PEAK NEAR 
The 
local peach 
harvest

nearing its peak. This popular 
fruit heads a list of seasonally 
abundant and reasonably priced 
items which includes slimmer ap­ 
ples, pears, prune-plums, canta­ 
loupes. bananas and the honey­ 
dew, Casaba, Crenshaw and Per­ 
sian melons. Supplies of grapes 
are on the increase. 
This is the time of year when 
shoppers shouM price eggs by 
the pound rather than by the 
dozen to determine best value. 
Small eggs weigh 16 ounces to the 
dozen, mediums 21 ounces and 
large eggs 24 ounces. If a dozen 
small eggs costs 33 cents as many 
do now, then they only cost 29 
cents a pound. At that rate, me­ 
diums should cost 36 cents a 
dozen and large 44 cents, but 
actually they are costing con­ 
siderably more. This method wiH 
give cost-conscious shoppers a 
sound basis for making egg price 
comparisons and will reveal the 
smaller sizes to offer the most 
for the money now.

Gettys- 
burg is now a town of dual celeb- 
rity. The sightseers who stop at 
the Presbyterian Church to see 
where Lincoln once worshiped also 
drop back a few rows to see 
where Gen. Eisenhower worships 
today. 


The toumts clot around the 


front gate of the Eisenhower farm. 
On the rare occasions he uses it, 
they sing out "Hi, Ike," and with 
an American po.ii>essivene.s.s that 
can be both moving and irritating, 
move in for autographs and pic- 
tures. They climb the Battlefield 
towers and fly the sightseeing heli- 
copter to gawk at his home and, 
if this occasionally «nnojs the 
general of the *rmy in residence, 
he resists the temptation to call 
up an antiancraft battery.
